Hanna At Variance 


THE PRESIDENT SCORED 


For Entertaining a Negro at the Whltt 


Homw-Condltloiuof the New Haj- 


Fannoeidte Canal Treaty.

WASHINGTON, October 22.—As was to 


be expected, a split has come between 
the president and Senator Hanna 
While those-who had the best interests 
of the party at heart wished that these 
two gentlemen might be able to get 
along together they had little ground 
on which to base any such hopes. Mr. 
Hanna had so long exercised a dicta- 
torship authority over the party and 
had so carefully laid his plansto secure 
the nomination for himself at the next 
national convention that the succes- 
sion of Mr. Roosevelt was a severe blow 
to his ambitions. Mr. Roosevelt, with 
his positive disposition, his iron con- 
victions and his forceful method ot 
putting' them into execution, "was al- 
most bound to run counter to the feel- 
ings of the Ohio "boss," even if he had 
uo ambition for a second term, which 
he certainly has. During Mr. McKin- 
ley's administration Mr. Hanna had 
complete control of all appointments 
in the south and bad so used them as 
to cement together a solid machine 
which would stand bound to his bid- 
ding at the next convention. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has upset all this good 
work and proposes to make southern 
appointments to suit himself. Senator 
Hanna is now sulking and talking of 
resigning. 


President Roosevelt started out with 


the determination to build up a Repub" 
ican party in the south and by bis first 
appointments, but even more by his 
expressed sentiments, made a most 
avorable impression. 
So impressed 


by the statement of his plans was old 
Colonel Howell, of Atlanta, that he 
expressed himself as believing that the 
president would succeed in building 
up quite a respectable party, but he 
concluded with the cage advice that 
Mr. Roosevelt and his party must "talk 
protection and let the negro alone.1' 
This, unfortunately for Mr Roosevelt's 
Ambitions, he could not do, and with 
hat love of the spectacular which led 
lim to appear at the national conven- 
ion in Philadelphia in his colonel's 
uniform, he invited Booker T. Wash- 
ugton to dine at the White House. 
Washingtcn-came and as he demolished 
he president's viands he demolished 
lis popularity in the south and to-day 
all tbe good that had been accomplished 
by the appointment of ex-Governor 
Tones, Dr. Clayton and others has been 
xtinguished and the southerner feels 
hat Mr. Roosevelt is no better than 
any other Republican president, and 
hat the first act of a successful Iocs} 
Republican party would be an attempt 
at his humiliation by.the exaltation of 
he.negro. 
Southern statesmen and. 


jurnals have scathingly scored the 
president for entertaining Washington. 


Notwithstanding President 
Roose- 


velt's desire to be the first to advise the 
country of the conditions of the new 
lay-Pauncefote treaty, the important 
eatures have leaked out and are as 
ollows: The new treaty will set aside 
he Clayton-Bulwer convention, the 
Jnited States will be the sole guaran- 
tor of the neutrality of the canal and 
ihe alone will have the right to fortify

the Constitution requires that the law 
for registry 
must be uniform an 


therefore it is impossible under th 
Constitution, unless it is amended, t 
pass a personal registry law for th 
.arge cities unless it is made to exteni 
to all other localities in the state. 


Honest elections are cheap at an; 


price and personal registration in th 
big cities will guarantee honest elee 
tions. But the representatives of th 
counties in which there was no neces 
sity for personal registration hav 
always held, and justly, too, that i 
would be unfair to saddle their constit 
uents with, the expense to reform 
abuse that only existed in other loci 
ities. 
For that reason the pendin 


constitutional amendment was propos 
ed and it ought to be adopted. A 
stated in tbe outset, there may be n 
opposition but it is unsafe to rely o 
that, for it may be reasonably expee' 
ed that the adoption of the reform wi: 
make a vast difference in election r< 
suits. 
With the fraudulent vote c 


anywhere from 100,000 to 125,000 elim 
mated from the returns it is doubtfu 
if the machine would be able to carr 
the state at any election or on an 
issue and the managers of that comb 
nation are not in the habit of volunta 
rily relinquishing any advantage, how 
ever unlawful it may be.

[t Has Been Endorsed By tbe Democratic 


Party and Other Organizations. 


While there has been a disposition 


during the early days ol the campaign 
to ignore the amendment to the Con 
stitution in the interest ol persona 
registration, which will be voted upon 
at the November election, it now i 
being made one ol the issues ol the po 
itical contest in the state. The regis 
tration amendment is of the greates 
mportance and it should not be los 
sight of in the bitter factional and par 
iisan contest which is waging around 
the election ol state and county offi 
cers. 


Notwithstanding 
the

iven recently to the proposed amend 


meat, there is a noticeable lack o 
knowledge on the part of many per 
sons concerning the import and effec 
of the registration amendment. Whil 
in itself it does not provide for person 
al registration, yet it places within th 
lands of the legislature power to enac 
personal registration laws at such fu 
rcre time as may be deemed best by 
the lawmaking body of the state. Thi 
would be a positive stride in the direc 
tion of reform in the election method 
of the state, and as such should receiv 
ihe unanimous support ol all voter 
.rrespeetive oi party or factional all: 
ances. 


The registration amendment is with 


out partisan influence. It already ha 
been endorsed by the Democratic stat< 
organization, the Municipal Leagu 
and the Union party. Governor Ston 
has expressed the belief that it wil 
ae without opposition Irom the Repub 
lican organization and many other o 
]he Republican leaders have declare 
themselves as heartily in lavor ol it 
adoption. 
Former Mayor "William K 


Kennedy, of Pittsburg, in discussin 
the matter of the registration amend 
ment, has this to say : 


' 'I think personal registration shoul 


be made a condition of the exercise o 
the right to vote in all cities oi thi 
state. In the country it is not needec 
There everybody knows everybody els 
and there is no need of it. But in the cit 
ies, with their large numberof foreign 
ers and their floating population, th 
opportunity which the present syste: 
offers for the voting of repeaters i 
practically unlimited. Personal regis 
tration would do away completely wit 
this opportunity for fraud. 
Unfortu 


nately, as I understand it, the questio 
is to be submitted on the general ha! 
lots in such a way that it will not al 
tract much attention and there is ever 
reason to iear tbat the people may a! 
low it to be defeated through overlook 
ing it. Such a result would be a mat 
ter lor proiound regret and woul 
greatly retard the cause oi election re 
lorm."

HEW YORK, October 33 —From now 
ill November 5 it is useless to think of 
anything but the coming election.
